panel said Dodd diverted to "his 
personal purposes" at least 
$116,083 In politically raised 
campaign and testimonial funds 
in the years 1961-65. 


It also said that in this same 


period he collected travel ex- 
penses both from the Senate and 
private organizations for seven 
trips. It did not list the total am- 
ount involved in the double oil!- 
ing. 


The proposed resolution of 


censure declared that in both 
respects Dodd's conduct was 
"contrary to accepted morals, 
derogates from the public trust 
expected of a senator, and tends 
to bring the Senate into dishonor 
and disrepute," 


The committee also requested 


the Justice Department and In. 
ternal Revenue Service to look 
into various aspects of Dodd's 
activities to determine whether 
any possible violations of law 
were Involved, 


The report and the censure 


resolution were presented to the 
Senate by Sen, John Stennis, D- 
Miss., chairman of the six- 
member ethics panel, as Dodd 
looked on among only a handful 
of senators on the floor, 


Dodd showed no emotion or 


loss of composure as Stennis 
spoke. 
Shortly before Stennis rose in 
the Senate he went by Dodd's 
office and gave him a copy of 
the report. Stennis later told a 
reporter he felt he owed this 
gesture of courtesy to Dodd.

Complaints on

Several city officials and busi-

The expressions come on the 


heels of repeated comment by 
several state legislators that the 
tardiness to appointments and 
the inaccessibility of him at 
times caused one of the minor 
frictions 
between Rockefeller 


and the General Assembly. 


From time to time, newsmen 


have waited on the governor 
for as much as 30 minutes to 
begin news conferences sched- 
uled by the governor or his 
staff. 


In the latest round, Mayor 


Billy Free of Dumas says Rock- 
efeller was Invited to a major 
plant dedication May 20 but that 
the date has now been moved 
back to June 24 and the gov- 
ernor still is not sure whether 
he can attend, 


Mayor Adrian White of Poca. 


hontas said he tried to get 
Rockefeller to attend the dedi- 
cation of three plants in March 
but couldn't because the legis- 
lature was in session, He said 
he also could not get Lt, Gov, 
Maurice Britt as a substitute. 


And in Little Rock, w. R. 


Stephens, board chairman of Ar- 
kansas Louisiana Gas, said he 
found it diwicult to get Rocke- 
feller to stop by his office when 
important business and indus- 
trial leaders were In town. 
Stephens said former Gov. 
Orval Faubus "would drop al- 
most anything at the Capitol to 
come by and shake hands with 
visiting business and industrial 
people as a matter of good pub- 
lic relations work,"

on Death Row

time is running out for six con- 
victs whose execution date has 
been set. Here is a picture of 
life on the "Row" for them — 
and 54 more awaiting their fate.

— Death is back from a long 
holiday at San Quentin, and for 
six men on death row an agoniz- 
ing countdown has begun. 


It is a countdown of the days 


left before they go to the gas 
chamber. 


Daniel Roberts, who is in his 


40s, expects his countdown to 
end May 9. 


Five fellow convicts for whom 


the courts also have set execu- 
tion dates have a little longer to 
live — one until June 24. 


Fifty-four others have yet to 


be told when they will take the 


last walk. 


Aaron 
Mitchell, 
executed 


April 12, was the first man to 
die in the California gas cham- 
ber since Jan. 23, 1963. In the 
intervening years, the popula- 
tion of death row piled up be- 
cause of state and federal court 
actions 
and commutations by

Brown did not believe in capital 
punishment and granted clem- 
ency 22 times but denied it 35 
times.

What is it like on death row? 
Roberts,

in a cell 11 feet long, 4V2 feet 
wide and 7 feet high. 


He has 44 neighbors on the

No. 1. 


Roberts can see a patch of 


sky through a small window in a 
prison 
wall visible from the 


front of his cell.

No Cause for Worry About 
Kidney Stone Formation

Q—Is it true that some kid 


ney stones do not show up in 
X-ray films even though they 
are large? 


A—Stones that contain cal- 


cium oxalate or 
phosphate 


are radiopaque and will be 
seen on an X-ray film made 
without any special prepara- 
tion. Uric acid and cystine 
stones are nonopaque and 
can be seen only if an opaque 
substance is introduced into 
the kidney pelvis to produce 
contrast. 


Q—Will calcium pills taken 


daily to prevent leg cramps 
or bicarbonate 
of 
sodium 


cause kidney stones? 


A—These drugs may favor 


the formation of stones in per- 
sons who are known stone 
formers only if the victim 
fails to keep his urine acid. 


Q—What causes renal cal- 


culus? Is there a cure for it? 


A—A renal calculus is a 


kidney stone. Although a per- 
sistently alkaline urine favors 
the 
formation 
of 
calcium 


phosphate stones a persist- 
ently acid urine favors the 
formation of uric acid stones. 
There is, therefore, not much 
point in worrying about the 
reaction of your urine unless 
you are a known stone form- 
er. In most persons the reac- 
tion fluctuates between acid 
and alkaline. An infection 
often marks the beginning of 
stone formation. A vitamin 
A deficiency also favors this 
process. 


Q—My niece, 17, has chron- 


ic glomerulonephritis. Is there 
any cure for it? 


A—The longer a person has 


any c h r o n i c disease the 
harder it is to cure. No simple 
formula for cure can be rec- 
ommended because each pa- 
tient is different. A salt-poor 
diet, low in protein, may help 
one patient with this disease 
and harm' another. Good re- 
sults have been reported in 
some patients with the use of 
azathioprine (Imuran) and in 
others with the use of predni- 
sone. Before any treatment is 


tried, 
however, 
a 
careful 


study of your niece by a kid- 
ney specialist should be made. 


Q—What is fibromyositis? 


Is X ray used to make the 
diagnosis? What is the best 
treatment? 


A—This is an inflamma- 


tion of muscles and their as- 
sociated fibrous tissues in- 
cluding tendons—in short, a 
form of muscular rheumatism. 
Neither muscles nor fibrous 
tissues are visible in X-ray 
films but such films are often 
useful in ruling out osteo- 
arthritis and other diseases 
of the bones and joints. A 
short course of hydrocorti- 
sone should give relief. This 
must be followed by such 
measures as avoidance of ex- 
posure to cold or injury to 
prevent a recurrence.

Lake Placid 
Could Be the 
Olympics Site

NEW YORK (AP) - Los An- 


geles and Lake Placid, N.Y., 
may be the sites in 1968 of the 
first John F. Kennedy Interna- 
tional Memorial Games, a pro- 
posed streamlined version of the 
Olympics to be held annually in 
the United States. 


Plans for the mammoth ath- 


letic carnivals, to be held in the 
summer and winter, were an- 
nounced by the Amateur Athlet- 
ic Union Wednesday as part of a 
nationwide drive to build up a 
$10-million permanent fund for 
the development of U.S. athletes 
for 
national and international 


competition. 


Col. Donald Hull, executive 


director of the AAU, said the 
first summer games were tenta- 
tively set for May 30, 1968 - a 
day after what would have been 
President Kennedy's 51st birth- 
day — at Los Angeles, and the 
winter 
games for December 


1968, probably at Lake Placid, 
N.Y. 


Hull, however, said at a press 


conference, 
that 
other sites 


could be selected. 


"The sites have not been defi- 


nitely set," he said. "The na- 
tional committee will take this 
up soon. We expect to get other 
bids. News of this apparently 
leaked before we were ready for 
the announcement of the fund 
drive. 


"Salt Lake City has expressed 


an interest in the winter games. 
New York, through Mayor Lind- 
say, or his spokesman, has ex* 
pressed interest in the summer 
games. 


"We probably will hold tbe 


games in different cities eacb 
year, but it's too early yet to

Matson was set to launch a

Escalation, 
Way to Win

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 


William C. Westmoreland told 
Congress today the only strate- 
gy that can defeat the Commu- 
nist enemy In Vietnam "is one 
of unrelenting military, political 
and psychological pressure on 
his whole structure — at all lev- 
els." 


This appeared a call for in- 


creased escalation, possibly in- 
cluding broadened bombing of 
North 
Vietnam and commit- 


ment of more U.S. troops to bat- 
tle Communist forces in South 
Vietnam. 


In an unprecedented personal 


report to Congress by a war 
commander, Westmoreland de- 
scribed U.S. forces as "unbeata- 
ble" and said they have been 
successful in destroying Com- 
munist main force units. 


He said, "I can assure you 


here and now" that the Commu- 
nist stratagem called "war of 
national liberation" will not suc- 
ceed in Vietnam. 


But while speaking 
of a 


"hopeful state of affairs," the 
U.S. commander in Vietnam 
sought to dispel any idea that 
the Communists are near col- 
lapse. 


His 
remarks 
were in a 


prepared speech. 


Later he was to brief gover- 


nors, congressional leaders and 
Cabinet members at a White 
House luncheon. 


In considerable detail, West- 


moreland pictured for a joint 
meeting of House and Senate an 
enemy who has doubled his 
strength despite heavy battle 
losses, whose commanders are 
skilled 
professionals, 
whose 


troops are well trained, whose 
primitive supply system is sur- 
prisingly effective. 


"I foresee that he will contin- 


ue his buildup across the demili- 
tarized zone and through Laos, 
and he will attack us when he 
believes he has a chance for a 
dramatic blow," 
the general 


predicted. 


"I expect the enemy to contin- 


ue to Increase his mortar, artil- 
lery, rocket and recoilless rifle 
attacks on our installations. At 
the same time he will step up 
his attacks on hamlet, village 
and district organizations to 
intimidate the people and to 
ttwart the democratic process- 
es now under way in South Viet- 
nam." 


Westmoreland did not repeat 


his charge — made at The Asso- 
ciated Press annual meeting in 
New York Monday — that anti- 
war 
protests 
in the United 


States 
are 
encouraging the 


Communists to fight on, and 
that this will cost the lives of 
American and allied soldiers. 


The closest the four-star gen- 


eral came to this was to recall 
that "As I have said before, in 
evaluating the enemy strategy 
it is evident to me that he be- 
lieves our Achilles' heel is our 
resolve."1
